and Representative C o w ­ 
herd, of ^lissouri, acted as secre­ 
taries. 
Representative liailey, of Texas, 
look the initiative by presenting 
the following series of resolutions ; 
“ Resolved. That it is the sense 
of this caucus that the democratic 
members of the house of represen­ 
tatives ought to resist all eiYorts, 
direct or indirect, 
to retire 
the 
greenbacks and trei surv notes.

**Resolved, second, 'Fhat we are 
opposed to and will resist all at­ 
tempts to extend the privileges of 
national banks or to reduce the 
taxes which they now pav. 
“ Resolved, third, That we favor 
the early consideration and passage 
of the senate resolution recognizing 
that a condition of war exists in the 
/'island of Cuba bet ween the go vern- 
^ ment of 
Sp ain 
and 
the Cuban 
^•.people. 
“ Resolved, 
fourth. 
T hat

T h e first three features of tlie 
resolutions, 
on 
finance 
aiul

C u ba, were considered separately, 
the discussion being vigorous and 
unanimously favorable. IMr. Ihiiley 
made the main speech, urging that 
democratic members

these financial movements now as-

The resolution finally 
prevailed by a large majority, al- 
thougli Mr. D e A r m o n d and about 
half a dozen others registered their 
votes in opposition to this course. 
On motion of Air. Aladdox, of 
Georgia, arrangements were made 
for the usual congressional comm it­ 
tee to conduct the congressional 
c am p aig n of 1898. 
The committee 
is to consist of one member from 
each state, territory and the D is­ 
trict of Columbia, and nine sena­ 
tors, to he chosen by 
the senate 
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democratic 
caucus.

adjourned at 9 o ’clock, having been 
in session just an hour and having 
accomplislied its results with prac­ 
tical unanimity.

population. 


H a lb e rg reached to w n yesterd ay 


m o rn in g w ith his b ig Giraffee. H e 
registered at the K im b a ll, and in a 
short time he w e n t out to sh o w his 


w h eel. 
T h e m achine is the mo^'t 
w o n d erfu l of its kind ever exhibited 
in 
A t la n t a . 
T lie 
frame extends 
about fourteen feet in the air, and 
the saddle is perched on top of the
